Rumors from Dublin had forecasted 
another Irish councils bill, but there 
has been substituted for this a meas­ 
ure, which, if it passes, will only de­ 
prive the landlords of their grazing 
lands iii certain sections. 
Similarly, 
forecasts with regard to educational 
and old age pensions proposals prom­ 
ised much more than indicated by the 
references to these m atters in the 
speech from the throne.

Jr., declared in a statement just 
issued tliat “the closing of the Na- I 
tional Bank of North America attract­ 
ing renewed attention to the interests 
which had previously dominated both 
institutions in their past administra­ 
tions, started fresh reports of an ex- j 
aggerated 
and 
sensational 
nature, 
which necessitated the liquidation of 
tho bank.” 
The institution occupied 
quarters in the Metropolitan Opera 
House, in the heart of the uptown 
theatrical 
district, 
and 
numbered 
among its clientele many of those 
prominent on the stage.

No navy, except the bri«*f, wnpen 
trated experience of tin* Japanese, has 
done any such amount of n<’tuai fight­ 
ing. since tin* Napoleonic p<*ri*»»l. as tiie 
navy of tin* t’utted States.

And it is almost forgotten that 
th** I'nited States Asiatic squadron 
landed on the Korean <*onst in tin* sev- | 
entles and «’luistis«**! the Koreans, laith 
brilliantly and bloodily, for mistreat­ 
ment of shipwrecked American sailors. 
The Koreans left 7<m> dead In tin* forts 
stormed by <mr bluejackets and ma­ 
rine infantry,

that one litth* American warship fought 
and Whipped Japan’s entire early navy. 
I poti tiie banner* of tin* United States 
marine corps are blazoned the names 
of desperate bsittlo.-» unknown to the 
average young American today. 
Since 
then came tin* masterful exploits of 
tin* Spanish war. 
No navy ever p«*r- 
f»>rmed with such absolute and tU* 
preine mastery of tin* enemy as ours in 
that war. 
There was never anything 
like it. 
Past glory and success »lo not, of 
course, render Innocuous any defects 
ami mistakes In the construction and 
equipment of ships flying th** flag tn- 
<lay. 
Still it may Ik* suggested that 
there are certain victorious experi­ 
ences in our naval past which cannot 
la* ignored 
which it would be folly to 
neglect. 
The low freeboard of our battleships 
is bitterly criticised. It is plain enough 
that shots passing over our low lying 
ships would hit tin* high f reebon I*» i for­ 
eign type. 
It is plain, to*», that fleet 
actions will hardly ever take place m 
a heavy sea. 
A high freeboard fleet 
would have the advantage In a high 
sea. but tmd»*r tin* usual conditions of 
fighting our low lying vessels would 
have tla* U'st of it, and we trust our 
commanders for that. 
Tlx* question of the height of the 
heavy armor belt above the load line 
and its depth below not only has to do 
with gunfire, but with torpedo attack.
